ACLU DINNER AT AMBASSADOR HOTEL HONORIHG ROBERT WISE, LIBERTY'S I IAN 
OF THE YEAR, 1967 $15.00 per person 

Richard Crenna started program. He stated newspapers give lip service 
to the Bill of Rights and the ACLU does more than just that. We give 
honor tonight to Liberty's Man of the Year for this year and in the 
absence of Goerge Slaff, who is at a National Board meeting for the 
ACLU, at this time I" will intoduce Walter Mirisch, producer of "Heat 
in the Night", as Chairman of the evening . 

Mirisch talked (said nothing of .significance). Then Mirisch intro- 
duced Richard Crenna as Master of Ceremonies for the evening. 
(Crenna gave tirade against Gov. Reagan— said Reagan was m show 
business & now is an actor). He also smeared McNamara and compli- 
mented Robert Wise. V/ise is now doing story of Gertrude Lawrence. 
Wise is first show business recipient of the award and is a diligent 
participant in ACLU. Then he introduced Councilman Tom Braaley and 
Ed Edelman, who introduced a resolution which was adopted by the L.A. 
City Council, honoring Bob Wise and ACLU. He congratulated Wise for 
being honored as Liberty's Man of the Year because of his contribu- 
tion to the arts and community' service as well as his participation 
in activities of the ACLU. 

Yvonne Braithwaite and Alan Sieroty were introduced. Yvonne Braith- 
waite spoke and she read a resolution honoring Robert Wise & the aolu 
which the Calif. State Assembly approved and which was written in 
t>art by Yvonne Braithwaite. Co-authors were Jesse Unruh, Alan Siero- 
ty and John Burton (Assemblyman)* 

Next, Anthony Beilenson spoke. He read a resolution prepared by 
himself and Mervin Dymally, which was one approved by the Stace 
Senate, honoring Robert Wise, and the ACLU, for contributions uo wel- 
fare to the community & fellow men (written resolution to Wise, ■ 
plaque^ type affair in wood, etc.). 

Miss Sanders sang songs from Wise's shows* 

Crenna read telegrams from: John Burton, Al Neman, Harry Belafonte, 
Tony Fram, Robert Finch and George Slaff, president of So. Cam, aulu. 

Shir lev MacLaine was introduced next. She talked about American im- 
pressions abroad, "What do they think of us?" Regaraless if they 
are Communist or non-Communist, she said "We always aeal in generali- 
ties, let's not deal in generalities". She said she traveled in 
Africa and met a chief there (at this point, miice slipped down and 
she said "Damn it!") and he compared tribal system with westera^sys- 
fea and in response- to her question regarding what he thougnt ox 
Americans he said "-How do you expect us to react to 6 '2-', broad- 
shouldered, white skinned men with steel weapons of warfare? kftir- 
ley spoke & said "In fear". The people (Vietnamese) wsrrc our aollars 
—do they really want our protection or do they fear us? Is our 
State Department aware of our 6« 2", broad-shouldered, whwe-skinnW 
America? She said the African chief implied the only reason ^ney 
put up with us was they feared our dollar. She said Europe "°2jg 8p 
our pretense and there are no 6' 2" persons in Europe . A Czech writer 
told her "Why don't you admit your help is only i or the beneiit of 
the U.S." (What she got across was we are not liked over there at aJJJ 
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She said vie should realize we live in an adult world and should only 
help where asked. She concluded with the remark that it's time we 
helped our State Dep't, grow up. (Loud Applause)

Richard Widmark, the actor, was introduced and he presented a plaque 
to Robert V7ise with the Bill of Rights inscribed thereon. 

Bob VJise was introduced by the MC and he thanked everyone and said, 
"Liberty, is like pregnancy, it is not possible to have a slight case. 
We care, we dare-, because we know the ACLU battles for justice, 
equality and human dignity." He said proceeds of the dinner would 
help finance fronts of this battle for the right to dissent, which- 
the ACLU fights' for and which we must help fight. "Deeds as well as 
donations should be provided after hearing ACLU reports tonight". 

Richard Crenna, MC.then related various current and past activities 
of the ACLU, including the fight to revoke the death penalty. He 
then "joshed". about the ABC network, 

Joel Kane was introduced and he smeared the Wall Street Journal and 
stated ACLU, So. Calif, branch, has 30 geographical chapters, even 
-having a branch, in Orange County. (Clapping) He stated the art di- 
vision consists of entertainment industry, arts, etc* 

Miss Leslie Parrish, blonde young actress who was a veteran of the 
.June 23rd movement, was next. She said 1967 was a year of peace . 
Arches, parade- permits, fighting for rights of juveniles to wear 
irds, long hair and short dresses „ Pressures to expand conforsni- 
/ are so great that antagonism against dissent is almost impossible 
to overcome* ' She continued, 196? seemed like a return to the 
McCarthy era, "On June 23rd, 15,000 of us attempted to demonstrate 
against the war. We were attacked by 1200 LA police who savagely 
hurt innocent, protestors and demonstrators". 51 were hurt, 15 juve- 
niles were arrested and the ACLU acted on behalf of each person in- 
volved. She stated 196? was a year of crisis and danger, a year to 
stand firm and fight tenaciously for our rights. ACLU attorneys 
went to the help of 30 adults and 11 juveniles, and as a result, 
only 16 of 93 were found guilty. ACLU brought action against the 
LA Police Chief for violation of rights of those attacked by LA 
policemen. The ACLU appeared on behalf of those who were denied 
parade permits and in 2 cases appealed by the ACLU, both permits 
were granted. Distributors of political literature in Anaheim and 
Garden Grove who were charged and arrested were successfully defended 
hv ACLU, and as a result, ordinances were struck down as being un- 
constitutional. In Watts, 3 police malpractice stations were estab- 
lished by ACLU. 200 took advantage of this and in 4 cases lav/ en- 
forcement agencies acknowledged the illegal acts, 

Kiss Parrish continued. In 1 case a professor was declared unfit 
to teach' because of a beard and the ACLU defended the case. ACLU 
also defended cases of long hair, mustaches in school, etc. 150 
cases were brought to the ACLU this year. Many cases were turned 
away because of shortage of staff and money in the ACLU „ Test cases 
against illogical and unconstitutional curfew laws were challenged. 
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Hiss Parrlsh went on* Cases against Constitutional abuses in ghettos* 
with respect to welfare recipients and their rights will be the next 
battle. There appears to be no protection for their rights* A hand- 
book Will be prepared for recipients to let them know what their 
rights are« Actions will be filed on school segregation against the 
city and the county. The ACLU will file actions for affirmative 
mandates to de-segregate all schools* She said this requires help 
and participation 4 

Eason Monroe, executive director of the ACLU was the next one intro-* 
dueed* He said it vdll take $50,000 next year just for legal work", 
i.e., 50 important cases per year © $1,000 each (a $1000 pledge will 
pay for one" important ease). $250 can be pledged per quarter. Chief 
Counsel Av L. Wirin and ass T t counsel Fred Okrand will argue on loyal- . 
ty oath cases which 17 years ago were declared un- constitutional. 
They will file case against the County of L.A. on loyalty oaths. He 
continued, the phone bill yearly at ACLU (So. Salif ) is $4>&0O. He 
asked for $100 per month pledge to help pay phone bills. The Watts 
police malpractice complaint center cost $100 per month rento He 
concluded, "We are a factor, an influence and an institution in this 
city. Plege what you can and no money is required tonight. Thank 
you to Bob and Pat Wise and to all the people here." 

Next, MC Richard Crenna introduced Mrs. Pat Wise and Sy Gomberg^ Arts 
Division of ACLU and last year*s co-chairman j Seniel Ostrow, 1966 
Liberty Man of the Year award winner; A* L. and Krs. Wirin* 

Guest speaker, David K. Schoenbrun was introduced.. It was said that 
he spoke French, German, Spanish and Latin; was winner of French 
Croix de Guerre; former Chief of CBS correspondents; former intelli- 
gence officer under General Mac Arthur » He resigned in December, 
1963 to devote time to teach, write and lecture. He is the only 
American to receive all the media awards, including newspaper, TV, 
magazine and radio — is the only. teacher that teaches Vietnam history . 
(teaches at Columbia University) . 

(Much applause) Schoenbrun spoke, saying he'd lectured in 25 US 
cities since returning from North Vietnam* Said he was born and 
raised in horror and recently returned from a trip to Holland only 
to see baseball bats wielded to save babies from rats in the city of 
New Yorko Mew York, 10th nation in the world according to budget 
expenditures, by assets is 4th in the . wor Id— S00 , 000 people with- 
out employment on welfare rolls. One of 5 in New York are living in 
wretched misery — yet we have spent 29 billion this year for war in 
Vietnam. We spend $3 million per hour. "Come, let us reason" Pres. 
J.ohnson said." Carl Scherta wrote passage describing "our country, 
righf or wrong" but what S chert z really said was "if right, let us 
preserve right, if wrong, let us preserve right". Robert Wise asked, 
""I wonder what Isaiah had said before saying, come let us reason to- 
gether"— I re-open my Bible which I had not read for 30 years (he 




referred to Norman Thomas as being a good American. He asked Norman 
Thomas' re flag-burning ceremonies and Thomas said "I think it's 
terrible, we should WASH our flag, I propose flag washing ceremonies 
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to make it .-clean and .make sure our government keeps it clean," He 
referred to Johnson as a President with a "lavalier mike". He said 
also, the Bill of Rights does not say that dissent must be construc- 
tive, 'for the Boston Tea Party was an act of civil disobedience — 
he read examples of -dissent as defined by Henry Thoreau, among them 
the right of revolution being the right to break the lav/ if necess- 
ary. This appeared in Thoreau' s protest against the liexican War. 
Thoreau was arrested and jailed. Schoenbrun analogized the Vietnam 
War with the Mexican War ... in each case, ours was the "involving" 
country — "our flag needs washing." He stated, "For 21 years of my 
life, 1 have lived with this tragic story of Vietnam, Although 
the Board of Directors of the ACLU does not engage in politics, 2 
weeks ago, the So*' 'Calif • Board voted that the War in Vietnam was 
unconstitutional,' The resolution next goes to the National Conven- 
tion". Schoenbrun went on, this war is savage, cruel and un-Ameri- 
can. Ho was our ally and a patriot 20 years ago and today he is our 
enemy — today he is a savage man — a Communist revolutionary— he didn't 
change, we've changed. 20 years ago we allied with Japan and Russia; 
When Japan was defeated, Ho came from underground and wrote the . 
Declaration of Independence of Vietnam which is the same as ours. 
We helped Ho because he was our ally— we threw off a colonial yoke 
and became a free people. Ho also threw off a colonial yoke—that 
of France— he predicted war would break out. He said they ha£ a 
secret weapon* "nationalism", this in August, l%o. 14,000 Viet- 
namese were massacred in Haiphong by 4 destroyers of the Frencn 
Navy (1946), In 1949 the Communist armies of lia^o Tse Tung arove ; -one 
Chinese to Formosa, Two months later 2 mistakes were made, (fr-l) . 
when MacArthur gave long speeches and we panicked and supported tne 
French against the people of Indochina. In 194o, '47 and '49 the 
war was fought before Red China even existed. In January, 19^0 
there was no Red China, therefore Ho fought for 4 years before ilea 
China even existed. It ended with the French talks at Dien Bien Phu. 
Peace was in our hands at last. One of our most tragic decisions, 
occurred at Geneva (mistake #2). At this time we had agreed to a 
cease-fire in Vietnam— to have a period of calm, of truce — to give 
time to draw up the de-mar'cation line at the l?th parallel, between 
2 zones. According to the Geneva Treaty, only 2 zones were estab- 
lished, not 2 countries. It was proposed in. the Geneva Treaty to al- 
low a period of 2 years to go by prior to having elections m^l9po. 
In 1955 representatives of both zones were to meet at an electoral 
commission to plan the elections but Diem ruined this plan. He was 
taken to Ossining, New York, not to a monastery in Belgium, we uook 
this Catholic Mandarin and put him in charge of this Budanist country, 
Eisenhower said Ho would have won by S0#, in his memoirs,— aoesn^p 
matter wbo wrote them, he signed them. We don't have elections in 
places where we know we can't win (rationalizing). He says. Since 
tbsre was no election, as contemplated, the Communists went back 
over the 17th parallel," The North Vietnamese cannot be guilty of 
aggression in their own country. President Eisenhower aian't send 
trooos but sent money "on Conditions". Army trucks had tax collec- 
tas on them from the Saigon government and they tooji 50;* oi tne 
crops for the government of Saigon for taxes. This is why Pliey are 
so strong in North Vietnam— because they are maa. inis is wrong. 
Kennedy sent 20,000 advisors, as lip service under the SlaTO agree- 
ment, He said we should read the book on Vietnan by/rox . Geutlynan. 
Vie must decide what we should do under due process oi law m Vietnam,

He said 'v% have spent 90 billion dollars in Vietnam** In 1964 Presi- 
dent Johnson said we would not send boys to Vietnam and escalate the 
war* Schoenbrun said tJ I*ll never again vote for Johnson"* He con- 
tinued* our government is trying to provoke war with China so we can 
destroy it. We must get Johnson out of the White House so he can*t 
malce any more mistakes. We should go back to Thomas Jefferson, who 
wrote in a letter, tr We can ? t deny to any other nation the right to 
^-^govera itself and to change its form of government at will if they 
will it go*" We must be willing to protest and march and get our 
heads bashed in and to wash our flag* Schoenbrun then called for 
everyone to double pledge saying, "Your freedom is at stake, ■ 
as it has not been since the founding of this nation*" He stated he 
visited the Economic Club in Detroit recently — these men ai-e fright- 
ened men— all the things you have feared are* threatening today ♦ 
Support the only organization in America that supports freedom ac- 
tively — the ACLUo The only way to honor Bob Wise is to emulate him— 
to do what he did. 

One final presentation was made by the MC* Miss Parrish presented

The first part of the meeting "began v?ith the regular conducting of 
business of the YDS. After this was finished, Officer BROWING 
was introduced and he was given a very favorable introduction; jt 
was stated that he had been an officer of the LAPD for 19-|- years, 
lie lives in West Covina and is a member of the school Board' ir that 
area. 

Mr. BROWNING spohe on various incidents which have occurred in public 
places - various demonstrations. H e spoke particularly of the 
Century Plaza incident on June 23rd and how the police developed 
their system of taking care of such crowds in such a situation. 

It was evident from the reaction of this group that they were unaware 
of the enormous responsibility placed on the Police Department in 
protecting the President at such an event, it v/as also evident that 
some of them were participants in the June 23rd demonstration and had 
no conception of the size of the crowd" which showed up to protest 
before the -^resident. 

Mr. BROWNING detailed to them the amount of personnel, etc., that it 
took to police such an event. It was also discussed why the police 
used such strong measures to disperse the crowd because the Secret 
Service had taken such elaborate precautions within the hotel had 
these police lines failed. There v/as some discussion to the efioct 
that the Secret °erviee.had machine guns mounted in the hotel lobby 
to protect the President* 

During the question and answer period of this meeting, Mr. Browning 
was pressed at great length by a young female about 25 years old, 
concerning the question "do the police pre-gudge people they come in 
contact with? and Mr. Browning stated that they did not pre- judge? 
however, in the course of a police officer's work, as in any other' 
pursuit in life, a person fudges people by the v/ay they talk, by the 
way they walk or by the v/ay they dress and by the type of companions 
they associate with. .This answer seemed acceptable to the majority 
of the persons' attending this meeting; however; the young lady 
asking the question appeared to be trying to put words in Officer b6 
Brovming's mouth. .

in his mission compound in South Vietnam. There was another articD e 

involving some young man in Vietnam as having to defend "his home" 

against the *orth Vietnamese, and he took a great deal of pleasure in 

pointing out that all these Americans had to defend their homes with ' 

f unS 4.^ sa v? s J tile Viet Con g which he described as "freedom fighters" 
for the Vietnamese. ^ 

JORMAE" went on into his speech describing the victory that the Black 
£ower advocates in the United States had achieved in the year of I967. 
Primarily, he lauded the program of K. Rap Brown and the new Black Yout 
groups that were rising, such as the BLACK PAIfTHERS of California 
and the BLACK RESISTANCE group and the BLACK ANTI-DEAPT groups, and 
0 examples of progress in 1967, and it was noted that some of his 
citations 01 -progress were ,/iven in a somewhat sarcastic manner, such 
as the appointment of THURSOOD i&ESIIALL to the Supreme Cou^t and the 
election of a MR.

He went on to explain to the 
audience the six new amendments to the McCarran Act and how such things 
-s»e33r«!Sfe&ags as the 5th Amendment would be denied to those who were 

testifying "before the Senate Security Sub-Committee, and he tried to 
point out that the HCUA and the Senate Internal Security Committee 
and other like committees would concentrate on organizations involved 
in the Peace Movement. He said that all these six amendment changes " 
were brought about strictly to tear down the Black Power Movement. 

His closing remarks were for the people at the rally to get out of the 
Peace Movement and get coordinated into one movement - mainly the 
anti-war movement in connection with the Black Power lu ovement, and he 
said the people in the United States should not interfer in any war 
for liberation, and this included any place in the world, primarily 
Asia, Africa, and South America. 

He also mentioned that the national organisation of the AMERICAS' CIVIL 
LIBERTIES UHIOH would not fight for Br. SPOOK' s cause in court? however, 
the Southern California Chapter had thrown its full weight behind Br. 
Spock and will defend him up to the Supreme C 0 urt. 

Gorman also spoke on the successes of the anti-war demonstrations in - 

Hew York and called upon the people who were in the anti-war demonstra- 
tions to demonstrate further by choking off the cities in the peak hours 
of business and particularly in the business hours of each city, and to 
do this day after dsy with as many people as they could possibly get out. 

She next speaker introduced by Mr. Casady wan ROBERT KAHDEL who is 
presently under a conspiracy indictment in Oakland, California. KAKDEL 
spoke about the conspiracy charges and, in doing so, made admission to 
practically all the charges made. He closed his speech by spying that 
"either America will change or we will take it down with us." 

She next speaker was MIKE WOODS, national Conference for Sew Politics and 

former director of the -National Student Association. He was the one who 
led the expose of the CIA within the HSA. He was the man at this 
particular rally who made the pitch for money. It was noted that the 
.buckets used by the ushers - these ushers were all ^SDS members - 
the buckets used were marked P.A.C. (Peace Action Council. Mr* woods 
attempted to go into his pitchj however, he was booed frequently by the 
audience which' was getting restless and there were calls for Dr. Spock. 

The next speaker introduced by Cadady was MCITTEZUKE ESPARZA, who gave a 
"screaming speech" on the war in Hew Mexico - mainly the legal entangle- 
ments involving REIES 2IJERIHA. He said that the war in Hew Mexico is 
a people's war for liberation. He made a request for money to be sent 

to the Los Angeles Committee for the defense of the Bill of Rights at 
326 West Third Street. Third Floor, nhone 625-2169. He left the 



audience in a pretty wild frame of mind.

Meeting began by announcements re : Bill of Rights Essay Contest for 
High School Students sponsored by the ACLU in the state of California. 
The Hollyv/ood Chapter announced they v/ould present a $25.00 awarddfor 
the best essay in* their district. * 

JOS SOLOMAN - Legislative Actio'n Chairman reports bad news that the 
Subversive Control Board has been reactivated and that Senator James 
Eastland, Chairman of the Senate Internal Subcommittee will introduce 
36 proposals in Marcho One v/ould place all branches of the federal 
government involved in matters of National Security under one head. 
All those named were not heard, but it did include the C.I. A. and the 
F.B.Ie Another proposal v/ould prohibit travel to certain countries 
and prosecute violaters.. I was explained that presently all that 

• happened to such travelers is that their passports were picked up., 
Another ammendment v/ould bar persons from federal employmezit and from 
defense industries if they are ruled to be communists. Everyone there 
was aware of the seriousness of this situation and great emphasis was 
put upon the danger of such ammendments succeeding. U.S. post cards 
were provided free of charge for all present along with a list of 
congressmen and senators for them to write to demanding the Eastland . 
proposals not receive the support of the congress. 

NOTE:- The writer could not help but think that herein lies some of 
the power and pressure of the ACLU. They are given* advance notice 
of actions to be 'taken that v/ould damage their cause, and by the very 
structure of the organization, they immediately take meaningful action. 
The average American v/ould not be aware of the coming proposals mentioned 
above, and v/ould not have someone right there to hand them a post card 
and list of people in congress to write. It is reasonable to assume a 
matter of this importance to the ACLU, v/ould be taking the same action 
through every chapter in the- U.S. 

Someone in the audience asked if there v/ould be a copy of these proposals 
available and was* told no, that they had not yet been submitted, but wo\ild 
be submitted in March.

Next the focus was put on the Marshall High School P.T.A. program of 
last November 16, 1967. Chief Thomas Reddin had been scheduled to speak. 
Apparently one report had allready been given this chapter on the event, 
however Mrs. Dorathy 3ricker, who had been -arrested was on hand for 
a follow up story.. 

Mrs. Bricker first spoke about the distorted reports in the press, show- 
ing some of the headlines that appeared in different papers the nest day, 
for example, The Hollywood Citizens News and .the L'.A. Times Nov. 17- 
She remarked about the distorted, and untruthful reports made in the press, 

- and added she is now entitled to a new label "Hippie Intruder 11 . 

She continued by making the following general statements:' Early in Nov. 

. the P.T.A. 'had sent out newsletters reading "Know your Police Dept."' 




and announcing that Chief Redd in would be there. The letter invited 
the members to bring their friends, aunts, uncles, grandparents and 
even their worst enemies. 

•She continued:- Some of the young people from other schools in the 
community heard about the program and some came. The number reported 
in the press was exaggerated, that more like 70 came. When she and 
her husband and daughter arrived at the school, it was evident that 
the place was surrounded by plain clothesmen. Everyone was beins: 
channeled through the one door open where Mr. Reuss the principal 
and the vice-principal were deciding who could come in and turning 
away some of the young people who he claimed did not meet the school 
dress code; 



Mrs. Bricker said she called her attorney and asked if they had a right 
to do this and he said they did not. She continued that one of the 
boys turned away was a son of an erstwhile attorney who was wearing 
a button "Control Eocal Police".. Chief Reddin did not appear but sent 
an Inspector in his place. After he had spoken there was to be a • 
question and answer period. One parent arrose and asked on a point of 
order why the youth outside who wanted to ask questions were not per- 
mittee to come in. Officers of the PTA' on the platform got nervous. 
Mrs. Bricker said she arose and v/as invited to the platform. She then 
asked why they should be afraid to talk to people. "Encouraged by some 
support of adults the young people outside clammersd to get in. The 
question period was immediately closed. It v/as announced the meeting ' 
would be held in another room and would be closed except to parent s^ 

Mrs. Bricker said that when she went toward the room where the, closed 
meeting was to be held she was tripped by a security officer of the 
Board of Education. She told them she was a member of the PTA but" was 
told her presence was not wanted. She went to call her lawyer a<?ain 
(which she did) and by that time police cars were arriving and people 
were being arrested. She turned and saw a plain clothesman chokihg- 
a young woman, he had her hands en her throat and v/as really choking 
her. Mrs. Bricker said that the June 23rd things flashed through he** 
mind and she shouted to the officer to let the woman go, to stoo it, 
stop choking her.. She continu-ed that an officer then grabbed and 
handcuffed her and drug her to a police car. She didn't remember for 
sure if he drug her by the arms or not but some friends who had seen 
it said he drug her by the hair. She said that she had bruises all 
over her body from the rough treatment she had received.. 

She was taken to the. police station. Her husband called a bail bonds- 
man, who when he tried to find ou.t how much her bail would be, v/as 
according to Mrs. Bricker, told she v/as not there. After five hours,.' 
she v/as finally released. 

Sheconclued her part of the program by saying to those present that 
it is happening here my friends. Just that night she heard General 
Hershey say he does not like adult protestors, they are trying to 
silence the people. The Hollywood Chapter ACLU has sent a letter to 
the Board .of Education protesting what happened to her..

Attorney Stanley Fleietenann spoke first making the following general 
statements:- He was there to speak on censorship in Los Angeles. First, 
he wanted to say a word about women who came to" see She Beard. They 
had expected that most of the audience would be men and were surprised 
that so many women attended. One night a delicate middle aged woman 
left her seat and went to the box. office demanding her money back, say- 
ing the play was indecent and obscene. .It was explained to her' that 
the box office was closed because the play would be over in 3 or 4 
minuets. She returned to her seat to see the end of the show, (laughter) 
In another instance a middle aged man was seen dragging his wife out 
of the theatre about 6 or 7 minutes before the play^ended. The wife 
/was protesting that she wanted to see the rest of the* play but her 
husband said, "I won't let you see that fucking play- 11 I (laughter) 

Fleishman continued by saying that after attempting unsuccessfully, to 
find a. superior judge who would issue a restraining order against the 
LoA.P.D. he and A.L. Wirrin finally found a FEDERAL JUDGE in PASADENA 
who Issued the restraint.. When they got back to the theatre the police 
were there 20 strong waiting to make the usual arrests. He walked up 
to Captain Nelson and read every word of the four page order to him 0 " 
(He made a joke of Gapt. Nelson haying to stand and listen to him as 
he read four pages.)* The audience appreciated the joke. He then asked 
Capto Nelson if he would please go and to his surprise Gapt. Nelson 
said yes and the officers started to leave « They came back inside to 
get their undercover man, grabbed him out and said, "Nov/ the place is

Fleishman continued: It has been fun except for the cast and producers 
who were arrested 22 times each.

POLICE PRACTICES SPEECH 



LOCATION: PIERCE COLLEGE CAMPUS CENTER 
DATE & TIME: March 29, 1963, 12 noon to 1 pm 
ATTENDANCE: Approximately 200 to 225 



Paul Posner of the American Civil Liberties Union was the 
principal and only speaker. His topic was Police Practices 
in regard to the Century City Demonstration June 23, I967 
and dealt vjith the activities that occurred at the Century 
Plaza Hotel after approximately 8 pm that date. 

He was introduced and started speaking at 12:10 pm and his 
opening remarks included a request for a show of hands by those 
people who had been at and participated in that demonstration. 
There were IS to 20 hands raised. He stated that he had 
attended with his wife and his 10 year-old brother-in-law. 

He .then discussed some of the background and history of the 
public } s right to protest, stating that this right was guaran- 
teed by the- State and Federal Constitutions and had during • 
the last 50 years been upheld several times by the United ' 
States Supreme Court. * 

His position was typical of, and identical to, the ACLU posi- 
tion in regard to the Police activity at the Century Plasa 
Hotel, June 23, 1967* Ke stated generally that if prior re- 
ports of planned violence were correct and. if reports were 
true that there were' some sit-dovms in the street at the head 
of the parade and if rocks, dirt clods and bottle throwing 
did occur and if the Police were spat upon, those people re- 
sponsible for these acts should have been arrested. No such 
arrests were made. His contention was, and he stated that 
the majority of the demonstrators were peaceful and were 
peacefully exercising their legal, constitutional right to 
express their dissent and unhappiness with the governments 
continued involvement and escalation of the war in Vietnam, 
etc. 

He stated that he had heard an order declaring the demonstra- 
tion to be an illegal assembly and ordering its dispersal* 
He stated that he believed the majority of the participants 
were unable to hear the order because they were participating 
in the generally festive activities which were taking place 
at the time, and even if they had heard it they would not 
have been able to comply because they were not given suffi- 
cient time to do so and also because there was no place to 
go because of the press of the crowd and the Police. 



He stated that the action taken by the Police, the charging 
into the center of the crowd with clubs swinging, etc, to 
disperse the demonstrators was unwarranted, unconstitutional 
and brutal and actually violated these people *s constitutional 
right to peacefully protest. 

He concluded his speech at 12:45 pm and then answered ques- 
tions from the audienco until 1 pm. There were no trouble- 
some incidents observed or reported and no photos were .taken.

THE LEAGUE supports and seeks to advance the 
political and civil rights, economic, social and cultural 
rights contained in the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights and other agreements adopted by the 
United Nations, and in the fundamental law of 
nations. 

THE LEAGUE applies the same standards of human 
freedom to all nations regardless of their economic 
or political systems; to the relations between nations, 
and especially to the growing field of obligations 
undertaken by the United Nations on behalf of the 
world community. 

THE INTERNATIONAL LEAGUE FOR' THE 
RIGHTS OF MAN, with more than 25 years of 
service, is the only international and non-govern- 
mental organization devoted wholly and solely to the 
task of advancing human rights. The Board and dis- 
tinguished Advisory Committee of the League include 
leaders and experts in the human rights field from 
around the world. The League has 28 affiliate organi- 
zations in 21 countries. In many countries where it 
has not yet been possible to establish affiliates, the 
League has Correspondents who relay information 
on difficulties and on progress in advancing human 
rights. 



INTERNATIONAL LEAGUE ACTIVITIES 



1. AT THE UNITED NATIONS 

The largest part of the League's activities are associated with 
the United Nations which is building the foundation for a 
world law of human rights. 

The League is recognized by the United Nations as having 
special competence in its field and enjoys consultative status 
with the Economic and Social Council. The League also has 
similar status with UNESCO and the International Labor 
Organization and is accredited to the Council of Europe. 

• The League closely follows the work of the United 
Nations on human rights. Expert volunteer representatives 
attend all sessions of U.N. bodies concerned with human 
rights issues and make known the views of the League. 
Representatives also attend U.N. meetings in Geneva and 
elsewhere in the world. 

• The League works unceasingly for development and 
adoption of human rights standards by the U.N. in declara- 
tions, covenants, conventions and other instruments, and 
for their ratification and implementation by member gov- 
ernments. 

A landmark in U.N. human rights efforts was achieved in 
December 1966 when the two Covenants on Political and 
Civil Rights and Economic, Social and Cultural rights were 
opened for signature. Together they constitute an interna- 
tional "Bill of Rights". The League is now promoting their 
ratification by the Member States as well as the ratification 
of other important conventions already adopted. 

These include agreements to provide freedom of informa- 
tion, guarantee the equal status of women, end racial and 
religious discrimination, combat slavery and forced labor 
and to achieve self-determination. 

• The League seeks to strengthen the machinery of the 
U.N. for implementing human rights: 

— By supporting establishment of a U.N. Office of High 
Commissioner for Human Rights; 

— By advancing proposals for raising the status of the 
Human Rights Commission to that of a Council for Human 
Rights to deal with human rights violations. 

• The League also provides assistance to petitioners seek- 
ing redress before the United Nations. 

2. RESPONDING TO VIOLATIONS 

The League gathers facts on violations of human rights

rebellion against tyranny and op- 
pression, that human rights should 
be protected by the rule of law . .

pressed people. After careful consideration, the League acts 
to alleviate wrongs committed against persons or peoples 
either by intervening directly with governments, indirectly 
through League affiliate organizations, or by appealing 
through the United Nations.

3. PROTESTING POLITICAL TRIALS 

The League has protested political trials in Spain, Yugo- 
slavia, the U.S.S.R., Iran, Greece, Cuba, South Africa and 
elsewhere, and where possible sends expert legal observers. 

4. ASSISTING POLITICAL PRISONERS 

The League exposes the facts about political prisoners under 
dictatorships of every kind, and works for their release. The 
League undertakes to provide assistance for victims of op- 
pression in South Africa, Haiti, Portugal and elsewhere. 

5. AIDING REFUGEES AND EXILES 

The League extends counsel to political refugees and exiles 
from dictatorships in Europe, Latin Aimerica, Asia and Africa 
who appeal for advice and help in securing their rights. 
Material aid is also provided on occasion. 

6. ADVANCING SELF-GOVERNMENT 

The League supports efforts for political liberty and self- 
government and opposes tyranny, totalitarianism and dic- 
tatorship wherever found. 

7. PARTICIPATION IN INTERNATIONAL 
MEETINGS 

League representatives attend international or regional 
meetings anywhere in the world dealing with human rights 
issues — African and Asian unity conferences, Latin Ameri- 
can conferences for democracy, United Nations regional 
seminars and others. 

8. PROVIDING COUNSEL TO GOVERNMENTS 

On request, the League provides suggestions on matters of 
human rights to governments. Examples: The Governor of 
Puerto Rico requested a League survey of civil rights.

Few utterances of our Founding Fathers ever proved more 
prophetic Since its founding in 1920, ACLU has struggled 
without respite to preserve the basic liberties guaranteed to all 
Americans in our Bill of Rights. Yet today this struggle is as 
relevant-and painful-as it was almost two hundred years ago. 
Hardly a day goes by without an assault on free speech, press 
or assembly. Freedom of conscience still requires zealous 
protection. Our individual rights of privacy are increasingly 
jeopardized by a space-age technology that makes bugging and 
wiretapping far too easy— and far too common. The voices 
of dissent— responsible and lunatio-are among the first victims of 
this electronic eavesdropping but they are not the only victims. 
Ordinary citizens are obliged to wonder whether a government 
agency is tapping their telephones, martinis or bedrooms. 
The ' 'little man" finds it harder and harder to afford and obtain 
legal counsel to protect his rights. RBF will carry on the 
priceless tradition of ACLU in defending all individuals whose 
constitutional rights are threatened. Building on a modest 
permanent national legal staff aided by thousands of volunteer ■ 
lawyers > RBF seeks funds to assign permanent civil liberties 
lawyers to scores of local communities across the nation in order 
that our Bill of Rights may again become a living document * 
for all Americans. 



NEW DIMENSIONS IN CIVIL LIBERTIES 



MIGRANT WORKERS

Migrant workers are among the most oppressed groups in America. 
Each year several million follow the harvests from Florida to 
Maine, from California to Washington. Predominantly Negro, 
Mexican-American and other racial minorities the migrants sur- 
vive in squalid poverty which Americans associate with India or 
Latin America. The migrants, including the children, work a 
back-breaking 14-hour day and receive a pitifully small wage. 
They are "housed" in wretched shacks with no modern facilities 
and rarely with electricity. Their children receive no education. 

In recent years, Mexican-American workers in California have 
begun to organize themselves into unions to gain bargaining 
power. They have encountered incredible harrassment. On the 
picket lines, they have actually been beaten. Their leaders have 
been arbitrarily arrested. Their meetings have been broken up. 
The 'owners of the large mechanized farms, either through their 
private police or with the help of local law enforcement agencies, 
have threatened the workers in the fields and in their homes. 

Thus, the right to organize and to bargain collectively have 
merged with the basic rights of speech, assembly and expression. 
Until they are organized, migrant workers cannot hope to alter 
their condition of abject poverty. Until their civil liberties are 
assured, they cannot organize freely. In this context, RBF has 
launched a project to provide the California migrant workers with 
legal counsel and related services. While protecting their rights as 
Americans and as workers, RBF is also delineating the civil liber- 
ties questions in migrant labor-management relations. Similar 
projects are contemplated for other migrant workers in New York, 
Minnesota and New Jersey, where most of the workers are South- 
ern Negroes seeking a decent life outside the South. 




OUR YOUTH AND THE COURTS 

More than a half million American children come before 
the juvenile courts each year. (A disturbingly high propor- 
tion are from poor families and minority groups.) Tb those * 
concerned with the law as a social force, these courts are \ 
of great significance because they are often the child's first j 
J contact with the law. Furthermore, in the juvenile court, ; 
the state intervenes into an institution older than itself— * 
the family. By deciding that it has the right to determine 
*a child's "best interests/' the state renders unmonitored 
moral decisions and often implements them by punitive 



measures. In the process, numerous values— social and 
libertarian— inevitably conflict. Over the long run, RBF 
hopes to define more clearly and objectively the values in 
conflict and the criteria employed by judges and adminis- 
trative officials in justifying their decisions to usurp the 
natural rights and obligations of parents. 

In the immediate future, RBF is examining the manner 
in which the courts apply sanctions to our youth. The 
recent modest breakthrough, argued by Norman Dorsen, 
RBF Vice President, wherein the U. S. Supreme Court 
established a child's right to counsel, requires litigational 
implementation in virtually every state. RBF hopes to 
establish a network of local attorneys to provide children 
with counsel as their constitutional right. 

Of even greater concern to RBF is the forced confine- 
ment of children. For example, can children be assured 
the right to be protected from harsh or brutal treatment? 
Can children be guaranteed rehabilitative care when they 
are confined? Through research and court action, RBF 
will examine the high rate of recidivism in the juvenile 
courts and the degree to which children are damaged irre- 
vocably by institutionalization, especially as these relate 
to the as-yet^defined constitutional rights. 



THE MENTALLY ILL I 

i 

The extent of mental illness in our nation is staggering. Almost IV2 million 
Americans are now confined to mental institutions, nearly £50,000 committed 
last year alone. Of these, over 90% are involuntary confinements. Our poorest 
citizens are most often institutionalized against their will, whereas more 
affluent Americans are rarely committed involuntarily. Here again poverty 
and the denial of basic rights coincide. \ 

Today Americans generally accept the notion that criminals have rights 
and that society is responsible for rehabilitating, rather than simply punish- 
ing, them. But the rights of those confined to mental institutions are rarely 
discussed. RBF is exploring these questions, the initial one being what 
actually happens to the confined. RBF hopes to provide legal and constitu- 
tional definition to such questions as: "Does the state have an obligation to 
provide humane and progressive treatment/' Further, RBF seeks to develop 
ah effective system of advising the mentally committed of their rights to 
counsel and to duly constituted hearings prior to commitment and certainly 
after such commitment. Since such statutory rights are rare in most states, 
RBF will endeavor to establish them by court rulings. RBF will provide 
counsel to those requiring such assistance where a civil' liberties question 
arises. 

Recognizing that part of the problem is the stigma attached to mental 
illness, RBF is developing programs in public education and research— as 
well as litigation— to change social attitudes so that mental illness is no longer 
treated as a crime. This will involve a study, medical and legal, of existing 
practices in all fifty states. The results of this research will not only aid attor- 
neys who cannot specialize in this narrow field but wish to be of service, but 
also will help shape RBF's public education program to define and safeguard 
the rights of the mentally ill and to alter our social attitudes. 





Roger N. Baldwin and civil liber- 
ties are synonymous. Founder of 
the ACLU in 1920, after a distin- 
guished^ and militant .record in 
social action, Mr. Baldwin served 
as ACLlTs first executive direc- 
tor until 1950. Thereafter, he be- 
came Chairman of the Interna- 
tional League for the Rights of 
Man, of which he is now Honorary 
Chairman. He still serves as 
ACLlTs International Work Ad- 
visor. The name, heartand energy 
of Roger- N. Baldwin: have been 
associated with virtually every hu- 
man rights cause at home and 
abroad during the past fifty years. 



The Roger Baldwin Foundation is a new and potentially power- 
ful arm of the American Civil Liberties Union. It is not designed 
to replace ACLU and discourages ACLU supporters from con- 
tributing to Baldwin instead of ACLU. But as an addition to the 
vital work of ACLU, the Roger Baldwin Foundation opens up 
vast new horizons. While prohibited from- lobbying or member- 
ship activities (which continue to remain the exclusive responsi- 
bility of the non-tax-exempt ACLU), RBF will nevertheless pose 
continuing challenges to the status quo, as well as buttressing our 
traditional constitutional rights. 

Continuity with ACLU's 47-year-old history and principles will 
be assured by the fact that RBF's Board of Directors are drawn 
from the ACLU National Board. RBF will utilize ACLU's well- 
established legal apparatus which, until now, has been hard- 
pressed to meet countless challenges with a modest national staff, 
a few dozen full-time local lawyers and hundreds of volunteer 
counsel. If funds are forthcoming, RBF will substantially aug- 
ment this structure with full-time attorneys to cope with urgent 
national problems and to expand locally the new dimensions of 
our liberties, particularly for the disinherited. 

To carry out the programs outlined above, the Roger Baldwin 
Foundation has launched its first national development campaign. 
We are seeking grants from foundations, corporations and labor 
unions. But we are also prevailing upon individual Americans 
with previous records of support for civil liberties to increase their 
participation by taking advantage of RBF's tax-deductible status. 
Local RBF committees are being organized, from which many of 
the members of the national Board of Overseers will be recruited. 
A special drive is underway to seek sizable and recurring dona- 
tions in one of the following categories:

Just as important is our need for a broadly-based constituency 
so that, like the parent ACLU itself, no small group of contrib- 
utors can possibly dominate the Foundation's policy or direction."

; " For almost half a century the American Civil Liberties Union 
has fought to preserve and expand your rights and liberties. 
With the rise of big institutions—government, labor, business, 
education and welfare— the ACLlTs job has become more formidable 
—and more difficult. In addition to safeguarding our traditional 
liberties, ACLU has increasingly been obliged to face new challenges 
in the social and economic areas of American life. 

In response to the urgent need for a fresh outlook on the 
rights of Americans, ACLU has created the Roger Baldwin 
Foundation (RBF). Recently the recipient of tax-deductible status 
for contributions, RBF is designed to become the vanguard of 
ACLU's pioneering work in fields heretofore not linked to our 
traditional civil liberties. With tax-deductibility, RBF hopes to obtain 
substantial support for the first time from America's foundations, 
corporations, labor unions, citizens organizations and wealthy 
individuals, as well as from thousands of other concerned individuals. 
With these new resources, RBF seeks to add new dimensions to the 
unceasing struggle on behalf of our constitutional liberties. 



Already operational, RBF's "Operation South- 
ern Justice" is carefully designed to complement 
the existing activities of the traditional civil 
rights organizations. Under the direction of the 
noted civil liberties attorney, Charles Morgan, 
"Operation Southern Justice" is initially attack- 
ing the South's discriminatory judicial system. 
Jury selection discrimination against Negroes 
and against women forms the core of the South- 
ern legal system. Historically, this system has 
more often served the forces of oppression than 
it has served the cause of justice. One product of 
this system is the encouragement of leniency to- 
wards those who persecute Negroes and civil 
rights workers, thereby denying these victims of 
vigilante terror equal protection of the law. The 
essence of impartial justice is further denied by

an atmosphere in which Negro witnesses are not 

regarded with the same credibility as white ones. 

The same system prevents Southern lawyers from 

taking civil rights cases or publicly uttering un- 
orthodox convictions, since their clients fear the 

hostility of all-white juries tp such lawyers, A 

massive test case approach has been developed 

by Mr. Morgan and his staff to establish consti- 
tutional precedents which would ultimately 

compel the integration of Southern juries. 
"Operation Southern Justice" will continue 
: to utilize hundreds of young lawyers and law 

students who volunteer their summers to work 

in explosive Southern communities without 

compensation on behalf of the Negro freedom 
. struggle. 

Finally, the project will serve as a vitally- 
needed clearing house for legal information 
among civil rights groups, and attorneys while 
working closely with private and public agencies 
to compile documented reports on the state of 
Southern justice and racial discrimination.

RIGHTS OF THE POOR if^^^^Jl O >> 

One of every ten Americans are poor by any definition. The vast 
majority are Negroes, Puerto Ricans and other ethnic or racial 
minorities. On the one hand, as poor Americans, they cannot afford 
(and rarely understand how to obtain) legal protection for their con- 
stitutional rights. On the other hand, they suffer a second form of 
oppression— racial or ethnic discrimination. 

America's poor are frequently victimized by society itself. Increase 
ingly their legal rights to welfare benefits are denied. Too often 
society's piecemeal measures to help them survive are coupled with 
unconscionable abuses of other basic rights. The poor rarely obtain 
adequate legal counsel; they are frequently committed to mental 
institutions against their will- Some cannot vote or organize trade 
unions without harassment and physical danger. Police brutality and 
arbitrary arrest have become daily facts of life for the poor. To com- 
bat these abuses, RBF under the direction of Martin Garbus, Direc- 
tor-Counsel seeks to create a new Bill of Rights for the Disinherited. 

One major RBF project specifically addresses itself to the worst 
abuses of the welfare state. Nine million Americans (including 3 ! /2 
million children) rely upon welfare assistance for their survival. (The 
majority are unemployable, disabled, aged, mothers with families, 
etc) To obtain what is their lawful right, they must penetrate an 



incredible morass of laws and regulations not only confusing to those ■ 
responsible for their administration, but also degrading to the recipi- 
ents.. Tn addition, insensitive or hostile public officials too often act 
arbitrarily to deprive the poor of their support. Denial of due process 
and frequent invasions of privacy are the main sources of bitterness 
among those who live on welfare. Many of the recent urban riots have 
been traced to such causes among the ghetto poor. 

IThe Roger Baldwin Foundation seeks to define and expand the 
rights of the disinherited -through test case attacks on the more abu- 
sive and unconstitutional welfare regulations. For example, Ala- 
bama's "substitute father" regulation effectively deprives 16,000 
needy dependent children of welfare aid. Virtually all of the children 
are Negroes. The Alabama regulation is being challenged by R.&F 
9 in cooperation with the Columbia University Center on Social Wel- 
i fare and Law in the Alabama courts. If successful, the suit may strike 
down similar regulations in 28 other states which affect more than 
A 250,000 needy children. ^ '? . * "f ■ 

In another welfare suit; RBF is attempting to strike down a public 
housing project lease in Detroit which permits the state to evict 
female tenants who increase the size of their families while residing 
in the project. 

In both instances, RBF is seeking to eliminate a tragic "double 
standard" which imposes a criterion of behavior on the poor to which 
no other segment of society is expected to adhere. RBF is experi- 
menting with the use of "lay advocates" in welfare centers to provide 
greater individual representation before welfare administrators on 
behalf of the poor. A massive educational campaign is contemplated 
to alert the nation's disinherited to their welfare and related rights. 
This campaign is patterned after ACLU's highly successful "Bill of 
Rights" activities.

Our activities this year have boon varied. In April, we, along with the 
Commission on Social Concerns of the Hollypark Methodist Church, sponsored 
the showing of the movie "NOTHING' BUT A MAN Of the $217.00 we made, 25$ 
wont to^hclp support the Metropolitan Pair Housing Center, 25$ to the 
Commission on Social Concerns, and the remaining 50$ to our own committee. 
Our thanks go to Jean Matlock of CBHRC and Leah Koortbojiah from Hollypark 
for their able leadership in getting out such a large crowd. 

This year wo "changed the location of our ANNUAL FOURTH OP JULY PICNIC 
and brought everyone out to Redondo Beach City Park. 

In Soptombor, Metropolitan Pair Housing Center ran a WORKSHOP to 
train volunteers to help our commit too sock and show housing in our area. 
Twcmty-fivc people attended the workshop and found it very instructive, 

Wo wore given space on the Community Service Organizations 1 table at 
INGLE iOOD-CENTIHSLA DAYS and wore able to distribute 500 of our brochures 
explaining our services. 

Once again in December we joined with ACLU in the presentation of the 
COURAGE OP CONVICTIONS AWARDS* Our designees this year wore Mr. and lies, 
Alton Crowder who integrated an apartment in Torrance , an apartment which 
■they rontod by proxy. 

The year was not without its tonsions 0 A Negro couple, Mr. and Mrs, 
Robert Hall 3 experienced quite a hostile reaction to their move into 
Imperial Village in Inglcwood* It seemed that they were not .receiving 
proper polico protection so they complained to the Community Relations 
Conference who put thorn in contact with our committee. Members of our 
committee spent two evenings parked in front of their home watching for 
vandals and counting police surveillance time. We received cooperation 
from the Morningsidc Park Committee who spent another two nights there. 

Wo also helped two Caucasian women— one in Torrance, one in Southwest 
L.A. — who were being harassed by neighbors and threatened with eviction 
from their apartments because they cntcrtainod Negro visitors, Bdth casos 
were resolved satisfactorily. 

Our own Willa Armour has* gone to Mexico for a year and has rontod her 
home to Nancy and Henry Sampson. Our action in their case was instrumental 
in quelling rumors qm& in helping to establish the now El Sogundo Committoo. 
Wo have since supplied this new committee in our area with five educational 
programs. 

Our* many calls for ,hblp in the housing field became more desperate this 
year- with the added referrals from the Metropolitan Pair Housing Center. 
Contact with the Corridor Ministry resulted in our having been helped by two 
students for five weeks during the summer a With this as an example and-

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with the stimulation of the housing workshop, volunteers came forth and wo 
now have a staff of olovon aiding our Housing Chairman, Ola Pacifico, Each 
voluntoor works at least 4 hours per month, some work moro 0 Tfo would 
like to give recognition to thoso people "but because they can "be of greatest 
assistance if they remain anonyraous ? wc can only say "thank you" from tho " 
bottom of our hearts. 

Because of the additional referrals fitom Metropolitan Fair Housing Center, 
more rentals are being sought whore there arc fewor to bo found* However, 
because of tho abundance of work involved and the lack of volunteers to do 
it, attention to the Housing List has boon neglected this year, We fool 
that our listing sorvico must be oxpandodlinto a more complete housing 
inventory but volunteers are needed before wc can begin to fulfill our needs 
in this ondeavor 0 Our very able Housing Chairman, Ola Pacifico.; and hor 
liason chairmen from tho other committees in tho area — Sandra Paine from 
South Bay, Harriot Pope from tfostchoster and Lavonno Lewis from Palos Vordos — 
havo all they can do to keep up with trying to satisfy the needs of our 
referrals* 

Early in tho year our Administrative Secretary, who this year was also 
our Housing Chairman, found the load of both offices to bo too much for any 
one person (oven Ola) • Because of tho urgency of the housing requests it 
was given precedence . Tho burden of detail "which has in tho past boon 
carried by many volunteers has boon covered this year mainly by ¥illa 
Armour and later , Nancy Sampson . As in tho past, Eleanor Kirby did a great 
doal of this work as well as the Progress Report . Because of the abundance 
of work which sras involved wc havo cut down on both tho sizo and number of 
regular mailings 0 In September the Committee votod to hiro an Administrative 
Secretary for four hours per weokc Sandra Bratton is now filling this 
position* 

. As you can see, volunteers are still urgently needed. Even with 01a ! s 
more than full-time devoted efforts and our current staff of volunteers, 
the necessary work is still inadequately covered.

.The luncheon was beautifully prepared by Gladys Farber . After 
the luncheon, Gerri Shapiro introduced the first speaker, Althea 
Alexander. Althea left early because she had to catch a plane for 
San Francisco. She is a very attractive negris, a mother of two 
children, new to WSP, WSP's liaison between the black, brown, and' 
white communities, an active member of the Black Resistance Against 
the War, and a member of the Black Congress.- She said that it was • 
nice to be in the company of this group because she had been 
speaking, since her return from Paris, to mostly church organizations 
and other conservative groups and had to quote from the Bible often 
and had to stick to a prepared speech. She spoke to the group 
very informally and charmed them with herself and her ideas. She 
was a good speaker and very enjoyable to listen to. 

Althea Alexander: The flight from New York to Copenhagen to 

Paris was very enjoyable and tiring. She arrived and went 
straight into meetings, because Mary Clarke had ended up 
as the official head of the United States delegation to 
the Paris Conference when Dagmar Wilson did not show up 
at the last minute. The first meeting was designed to 
pull the U.S. delegation together before talks proceeded 
with all of the countries present. The conference began 



that same evening of her arrival in Paris and finally, 
using the high protocol being used at the conference 
(the protocol amazed her and impressed her), she asked to 
be excusedJLfor the evening so that she cound retire for 
the day; she was excused and proceeded to her room which 
was located on the eighth floor of a museum, an old 
converted residence of one of the kings. After climbing 
88 steps she arrived at her room which had been converted 
into a dormitory with six beds. There were no elevators 
in the museum, the doors were heavily guarded, doors were 
locked at 11:00 P.M., and only authorized persons were 
allowed to enter and leave. . ■ 

Althea showed photographs which were given to her by other 
delegations; they included pictures of North and South 
Vietnamese parents and children, mutilated bodies of children 
(the result of napalm and pellet guns), Japanese peace 
demonstrators, pellet shells and pellets, cross-section 
of pellet shells and pellet balls, and pictures of 
school children. 

Althea showed the gifts that she had received: a Viet 
Cong shawl or headscarf in black and white check with 
purplish red on both ends (with the presentation by the 
Women of North Vietnam, she was said' to slow be Viet Cong 
Black Power), a piece of material with Japanese writing 
across the top and children playing below (someone 
commented that it said "no more Hiroshimas" j_it was 
presented by the Japanese delegation), and a bright red 
banner with something like "mothers for happiness and peace 
in the world" printed on it; it had the signatures of 
hundreds of oriental mothers on it. Althea said that 
when the Vietnamese women told of their misery and the 
bloodshed suffered in Vietnam everyone present wept; 
the Vietnamese women wept very quietly as if they" could 
remember their own experiences that- they had endured. 
One of the Vietnamese women had killed 25 G-.I.'s herself 
and had been on 80 Viet Cong missions. She is now a 
student, but had taken the course that she had because 
her parents and her older brothers- had been killed leaving 
her to protect and provide for two younger brothers. 
Althea was asked by some of the other countries what she 
and the others were doing to end the war. The Vietnamese 
said that the best weapon is the draft resistance and 
not sending any troops over to Vietnam and they asked 
exactly what she was doing along these lines. Each 
group of delegates had problems" which were peculiar to 
their own country. The delegates broke up into groups to 
discuss problems which v/ere related to their own countries 
and jo int sessions were held afterwards. 

I one of the U.S. delegates from Mississippi had never 
been out of Mississippi before. 

The French women presented Althea with a leaflet announcing 
Carmichael's and Foreman's recent visit .there. She said

that the translation for that visit was bad and that the 
result was a very different presentation than was meant. 
Therefore, the U.S. and, Paris versions of Carmichael x s 
visit are quite different. James Foreman is old hat 
Althea said; he is no longer a principle member of the

When Althea was finishing her presentation she took pictures 
of the whole" group present. Mary Clarke wanted her picture 
taken also; she loves publicity and said that the Paris 
Conference was disappointing in this respect. Althea said 
that the pictures were for the women of Vietnam, who 
wanted some pictures of typical U.S. peaceniks. 

Mary Clarke: she was the second invited speaker and needed 
- no introduction. She said that she was the unofficial 
head of the U.S. delegation all of the time but that 
Dagmar was designated as the official head. Mary had gone 
over early for a strategy meeting which 'occurred before 
the conference began. She said Jihai—the ^ U . S . delegation

Among the delegates were three old WSP'ers and two new b7c 
WSP'ers. She said that the main significance of the 
conference was felt in the personal exchange informally 
over meals, during morning and afternoon coffee breaks, 
and in unofficial -sessions called by individuals in the 
many delegations. 

The countries represented were the U.S., Canada/ New Zea- 
land, France, North Vietnam, South Vietnam, England, 
West Germany, Japan, East Germany, and Australia. The . 
lack of publicity was due to the fact that visas would 
have been hard to get if the publicity for the conference 
had been extensive and due to the fact that some of the 
Vietnamese women took one whole month to get to Paris. 
They had to cross borders, which she wouldn't mention by 
name for obvious reasons, at night time because they 
were crossing borders illegally and had to be careful. 
The. rest of the time publicity was held down because of 
the peace talks and other reasons which, she elaborated on. 
The final banquet was going to be televised and covered 
by the press but something fell through and it never came 
about. Mary said that she and three others members of the 
conference group were so upset about the lack of 
publicity that they held an interview among themselves 
during one of the conferences and recorded "it on one of 
the tape recorders they had with them. She said that the 



interview she held for herself during that time was 
excellent and would have looked good in the newspaper . 
When they concluded their own interview a East German 
woman whom Mary thought could not understand English and 
whom was sitting right next to the group said "very 
interesting". Mary was quite surprised. After the Paris 
Conference, she and others went to the U.P.I, and A.?, 
and mentioned the conference. The presses said that they 
would have liked to attend and would have especially 
liked to interview the Vietnamese -women present. The 
presses were very sad that they had missed the chance for 
a good story. The conference allowed a McCalls editor to 
attend the conference only when she agreed to work from 
now on only for peace and an end to the Vietnam war. 
Mary Clarke was the only one in the U.S. delegation who 
had previously met and talked with Vietnamese women. She 
had done this when she visited Hanoi. 
During the conference they knew about the strong 
possibility of the peace talks occurring in Paris; it 
was finally announced to the public on t^he last day of the 

Paris conference. The conference had simultaneous 
translations in English, French, and Vietnamese, with 

French being the most internationally understood language. 
Each group was asked about the rules and regulations in 
their own country and what they were doing in their own 
areas and what their group activities were. Mary said 
that they didn't seem to understand how active WSP had been 
in Draft resistance, dissemination of Draft literature, 
leaf letting against the war, and leaflet ting for other 
peace causes. The other delegations, said that the best 
way to end the war would be for the men to stay _at home. 
Mo troops, no war. 

In West Germany there is a strong group of women \\'ho hand 
out leaflets to the servicemen and in Japan there is a 
very similar movement on. The Japanese women are 
particularly important because they give literature to the 
U.S. Vietnam troops who are there for R&R. It sounded 
as if this Japanese group will be more important in the 
future as far as morale deflation is concerned. 
(Mary Clarke has a one tract mind and is unable to listen 
and think at the same time. She loses her point and 
stream of thinking if she is interrupted. She actually 
got upset when she was interrupted and said that she 
could either talk or answer questions but not both. 
After her presentation she answered questions from the

On her way back from Paris, Mary Clarke attended an 
executive council meeting of WSP. She said that WSP had 
started in Philadelphia. 

Evelyn: WSP's only .draft counselor at the present time was the 
third speaker (uninvited speaker, but her draft counseling 
is gaining in importance). She said that the draft counseling 
program now has an office (the telephone // is listed 
under Draft Counseling Coordinating Committee). WSP pays 
for 1/2 of the rent and 1/2 of the secretary's salary. 
Right now the costs are running §500/month. The program 
has in it's treasury $2,000 so far and it depends totally 
on donations. Evelyn said that §1 ,000 was donated by 
her sister who has two 4P sons, |^00 was donated by Valley 
WSP, and $500 was raised at a -re dent draft counseling 
lunbheon. She said that she hates to ask the same people 
to contribute all of the time aji^Ljah^Jmtes to pass the 
basket during every meeting.

A GLANCE BEHIND AND A GLIMPSE AHEAD 

As our local Orange Coast Chapter approaches the close of its 
first year of existence, it would be well to appraise our efforts and 
sot our sights for the future. 

On the debit side of the column, we must admit our inability to 
draw more of the 300 plus, members in our area f ran their armchairs or 
other connitnonts to active participation. A relatively snail cadre car- 
ried on our work in far too many instances. The machinery of processing 
complaints forwarded to us did not always prove adequate to provide the 
assistance we are supposed to offer. 

On tho credit side, our first year saw the establishment of the 
telephone answering service to accomodate persons seeking aid in instan- 
ces where their civil liberties had boon threatened or abused. The Police 
vXcPU/ Practices Committee was established in the north coast area to serve in- 
dividuals in their relations with the police. Wallet cards and brochures 
wore printed and distributed summarizing the A.C.L.U. position and out- 
lining tho Constitutional rights of the accused. 

The true worth of an organization cannot > however, be measured in 
purely quantitative terms. The very* fact that our chapter exists and has 
received the generally favorable publicity it has is, in itself, of 
immeasurable value. 

The future demands a redodiacttion to our task of maintaining and 
enhancing the vital principles of constitutionally protected rights. We 
must endeavor to "sell 1 * the concept that only if the rights of the most 
despised arc protected can the rights of all be safe. These ideas must 
be upheld particularly in the light of the potentially negative clijnate 
of public opinion as to "Law and Order" . 

While the efforts of those who did give of their time and energies 
duriLng the past year are deserving of public commendation, we feel we owe 
a primary kudo to Mr. Si Slavin, who has served as Chairman during the 
formative stages of our chapter. Next year 1 s Chairman vail have a model 
of devotion and dedication to emulate ♦ 

We should all remember that it will take actual participatioa upon 
our part as individuals to ensure the survival of our chapter in the 
difficult period ahead. Indeed, if we care enough, there can and will 
be an awakening of the concept "Civil Rights" along the Orange Coast. The 
Orange Coast Chapter of tho A.C.L.U. urgently seeks your active support 
for the coming year I $y Tom Wert. 

POT POUBRI: DURING THS SUMMER: 

The North Orange County Chapter and the Orange Coast Chapter manned 
a booth at the Orange County Fair and distributed literature about our or- 
ganization. We received around 60-70 names of interested persons. The ans- 
wering service completed $6 calls referring them to the appropriate com- 
mittees. Our lawyers have been watching proceedings in several legal cases 
in the courts.
